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Vote on gambling in city set for

Romulus City Coimcil members have approved a spe¬ 
cial election Dea 2,2003 to decide the question of casino 
gambling and horseracing within city limits. 

This decision came at the study session Monday, 
scheduled to discuss possible ballot language for the two 
issues. The meeting was planned in response to petitions 
received at the Sept 22 city council meeting containing at 
least 300 signatures requesting a vote on this issue. The 
petition signatures have been certified by the city clerk’s 
oflBce 

City Attorney Barry Seifman prepared four possible 
options for the city council to consider regarding the bal-

lot language. 

Council members were adamant that the language 
used be straightforward. 

“I want yes to mean yes and no to mean no,” said 
Councilman William Crova 

Other members of council agreed with Crova, stating 
that the language on the ballot should be simple and to 
the point 


After some discussion, council members agreed on a 
proposal modeled after the Highland Park ballot lan¬ 
guage pertaining to the issues of casino gambling and 
horseracing. The ballot will consist of two questions for 
voters to deliberate. 

The language will read as follows: “Question 1: Shall 
the City of Romulus allow casino gambling within the cor¬ 
porate limits of the City of Romulus, in accordance with 
the Michigan Gaming Control and Revenue Act 1997 
Public Act 69 and/or the Federal Indian Gaming 
Regulatory Act? 

“Question 2: Shall the City of Romulus allow horse rac¬ 
ing, the attendant pari-mutuel wagering, and other gam-

The Romulus City Council has 
given the second reading of the 
Planned Development Area 
(PDA) for the JVIetro World 
Centre final approval

It’s not a 
perfect document, but I think 
that everyone got pretty close to 
what they wanted.” 


Police purchase new 
high-velocity weapons

Since the Columbine massacre, 
police departments throughout the 
country have been making efforts 
to better prepare their cities and 
officers for such an event 

Romulus is doing the same. 

The Romulus Police Depart¬ 
ment has recently purchased four 
additional Colt AR-15 high- pow¬ 
ered military rifles at a cost of 
$4,678 to add to the eight they 
already possess. 

“These weapons are very accu¬ 
rate and hi^ velocity, so they can 
be used from a distance, said Lt 
John Leacher of the Romulus 
Police Department “They are the 
weapon of choice for S.W.A.T. 
teams all over the country.” 

Officers are required to take a 
two-day course familiarizing them 
with the weapoa They go through 
several shooting exercises and are 
required to complete a qualifica¬ 
tion course in order to carry the 
weapon while on patrol, Leacher 
said 

This is the next step, according 
to Leacher, in forming a rapid 
response team in Romulus. 
Currently, Romulus works with 
downriver communities to form a 


S.W.A.T. team. Each city con¬ 
tributes a few officers to the team, 
however this can cause problems. 

“If we had a serious situation, 
like a Coliunbine, it would take 45 
minutes to just assemble the 
S.WAT team,” said Leacher. “That 
isn’t even getting them on the 
scene.” 

Having officers trained in how 
to use these new rifles allows 
Romulus to be better prepared in 
case such an event ever happens 
in the community, Leacher said. 

“If our officers are trained, it 
allows our response time to be 
much quicker, even if it is only to 
contain the situation,” said 
Leacher. “We have to be prepared 
for the worst situation and we have 
to be able to protect our kids.” 

Possessing these rifles also 
helps with the department readi¬ 
ness in matters of Homeland 
Security. 

“We have to remember that 
Romulus encompasses Metro 
Airport and there are many hotels 
and in the future there could be 
establishments that hold thou¬ 
sands and thousands of people,” 
said Leacher “This could make us 
a target in the future. We will be 
better prepared with this train¬ 
ing.”

Ball Road and Beverly Road 
water main improvement con¬ 
struction is set to begin this 
week, weather permitting 

The limits of construction will 
be on Ball Road between Ecorse 
and Beverly, and on Beverly 
Road from Merriman 2000 feet 
easterly. 

No traffic impacts are antici¬ 
pated on Ecorse Road or 
Merriman and for the duration of

Retired police chief honored 
for volunteer investigations

Sometimes, when someone is the victim 
of random theft or vandalism, there’s not a 
lot a police department can do. 

Of course, officers respond to com¬ 
plaints about stolen bikes, broken windows 
or minor destruction to property, but the 
reality is that departments don’t have the 
resources to solve every random, minor 
crime. 

“Without any leads, there’s sometimes 
not much we can do about it,” said Mike 
Sumeracki, chief of the Wayne Police 
Department 

In the City of Wayne, though, that’s 
where Mike FVayer comes into play. 

Frayer, a former police officer and 
retired chief from the 
Westland Police 
Department, often vol¬ 
unteers with the depart¬ 
ment to follow up on the 
cases that the paid 
members of the force 
don’t have the time to 
pursue, according to 
Sumeracki. 

He’ll visit a home or 
business stuck by van- 
daUsm or return to a res¬ 
idence that reported missing property to 
talk with the homeowners and see if he can 
develop any new information or leads, 
Sumeracki said. 

“With his police background, he knows 
the questions to ask,” Sumeracki said. “It 
gives the citizens good feelings about the 
department” 

FVayer has volunteered with the depart¬ 
ment for more than a year now. He will be 
given the John Valchine Award by the 
Wayne City Council next week 

The crime prevention award is named 
after a Wayne businessman, former owner 
of the party store on Howe and Forest 
streets who was killed in an armed robbery 
in 1986, Sumeracki said. 

Frayer is now a consultant with the 
Michigan Municipal Risk Management 
Authority (MMRMA). He’s been a Wayne 
resident since 1989 and said he likes help¬ 
ing out the department 

He said it’s just a matter of going into 
the department every week or so, sifting 
through the paperwork that has been set 
aside for him, and then making some calls 
and trips to homes. 

“Every now and then you get some new 
information and you can help bring some¬ 
thing to closure,” FVayer said. “The feed¬ 
back has been good.” 


The son of a U.S. Border Patrolman, 
FVayer was bom in New Mexico. His family 
moved into what was then Nankin 
Township in 1956, after his father was 
transferred to Michigan. He said the 
Detroit suburb was quite different back 
thea 

“We thought it was the end of the 
Earth,” he said. 

FVayer graduated from Wayne Memorial 
High School in 1962 and served a stint in 
the army as a Military Policeman. He 
applied for a position in the Westland 
Police Department near the end of his tour 
of duty, and was part of the second wave of 
officers hired in 1967. He was promoted to 
sergeant after 10 years and lieutenant after 
19 years. He retired in 1992 after serving 
briefly as police chief He was only retired 
for six months - which 
he said were among the 
longest six months in his 
life - before restlessness 
put him back to work A 
self-described history 
buff and antique collec¬ 
tor, he once owned and 
operated an antique 
store that turned into a 
chain of five stores 
throughout the metro 
area 

During the course of his police career, 
he said he’s seen all types of crimes. 

“It’s amazing what people take,” he said. 
“Someone even stole Santa Claus from my 
yard. You’ve got to be a real low-life to steal 
Santa Claus.” 

Among his favorite stories that come 
from his volunteer work at the Wayne 
department is one that didn’t take a lot of 
involvement on his part. A year ago, a 
senior citizen called the department to 
report that someone had stolen a giant 
snowman from her front yard. When he vis¬ 
ited the house to follow up, the snowman 
had returned as mysteriously as he had 
vanished. 

“People don’t usually bring things back” 
he said. “I guess there’s still some good left 
in the world.” 

FVayer will turn 60 in February but said 
he doesn’t plan to slow down any time 
sooa He said he enjoys the work with the 
MMRMA because it allows him to help 
police departments throughout the state. It 
also gives him the time to help out the 
department in his hometown, which he 
said he intends to continue. 

“Keeping busy keeps you active and 
young,” he said. 

“I’d rather work out than rest out, any¬ 
way.”

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Battle of a lifetime 

Parents continue to fi^t for life of afflicted son

Marc Grant is not an avei’ag^ little boy. 

At 4, Marc, and his parents, Michael Grant, a 
Romulus police officer and his mother, Jeannine, have 
endured more than most individuals do in a lifetime. 

Health problems began for the youngster in the 
womb. Jeannine Grant was originally cairying twins, 
but miscan’ied one of the children at three months. 
When eight months pregnanL she was told by her doc¬ 
tors that there was some concern regaixJing Marc’s fail¬ 
ure to gain enough weight His birth was induced one 
month before the due date. 

“We knew right away that something was wrong,” 
said Grant “He wasn’t breathing, his tongue stayed at 
tlie roof of his mouth and he wouldn’t feed at all.” 

At birth Marc weighed only 3 pounds, 12 oimces and 
was released fix)m the hospital just three days later 

“I was in shock when they released him, because he 
was so small and had so many problems,” said Grant 
“He wouldn’t feed at all and he was very weak.” 

Within 24 hours Marc was back in tlie hospital, dehy¬ 
drated. Marc was tlien given a feeding tube and sent 
home again. 

The Grants were told that Marc was a “failure to 
thiive” baby, meaning he had no desire to eat However, 
they were also told tliat notliing substantial was wrong 
and it would simply work itself out 

Throughout all of this, the Grants continued to take 
Maix; to the hospital and insist that something was not 
right with their soa 

‘It was so fiTasti-ating, because we knew that some¬ 
thing wasn’t right” said Grant “But they kept telling us 
that he was fine.” 

Finally an ultrasound was done on Marc’s spine and 
a Syrinx, a pocket of ff uid the size of a pea was found on 
his spine. The Grants were told that this was not 
unheal'd of and that it would dissolve itself He was 
scheduled to come back for a follow-up MRI in six

months. 

At the follow-up appointment the images showed 
the Syiinx that was once the size of a pea was now the 
size of a quarter At only 1 year of age,' Marc underwent 
surgery on his spine to release the fluid. The surgery 
was a success and the Grants were relieved thinking 
their nightmare was over But it had just begun. 

Marc was still having problems and they were getting 
worse. 

“He was falling all the time, he was in and out of 
emergency rooms with Meningitis symptoms and he 
was constantly dehydrated with high fevers,” said 
Grant “We didn’t know what was going on and we 
couldn’t get a strai^it answer from anyone.” 

Grant was accused of everything possible during this 
time. 

“I was. accused of giving bad vibes which were caus¬ 
ing him not to eat” said Grant “I had to fight with doc¬ 
tors constantly to get him treatment for his dehydration

It was ridiculous.” 

After months of fimstration and no answer as to what 
was wrong with their son, tlie Grants were refen^d to 
the Mayo Clinic in Minnesota. 

“We thought finally we would be able to get some 
answers,” she said. 

So, the whole family including the Grant’s three 
other children got in the car and drove to Rochester, 
MN where they had made arrangements to stay at the 
Ronald McDonald house free of charge during their 
three week stay. 

When the Grant family arrived, they were told that 
they had one too many children to stay at the house and 
were forced to spend $90 a night at a local hotel. 

“We are not rich people by any means, so this was a 
huge blow to us financially, but we had to do it for 
Marc,” she said. 

After weeks of testing, the Grants were finally given 
an answer to what was partially wrong with Marc. He 
was diagnosed with severe sehsory motor peripheral 
neuropathy, a disorder that literally deteriorates the 
milen sheets that protect his nerves. This is what was 
causing Marc to have such weak limbs and no type of 
reflexes. However the larger problem was still linger¬ 
ing 

“We were crushed when they sent us home,” she 
said. “It was kind of like, ‘OK, thanks for coming, son'y 
we can’t help, but we’ll be in touch’.” 

The Grants were at the bottom of bairel and didn’t 
know what they were going to do when a phone call 
changed everything. 

A researcher at the Mayo Clinic was examining 
Marc’s blood for teaching purposes when he found 
something that could explain what was happening in 
Marc’s little body. 

There was a duplication on the short arm chromo¬ 
some 17. This is a large region encompassing more tlian 
30 genes. 

“We finally had an explanation for everything that 


had happened and we were ready to go on to a treat- 
menL some way to help him,” she said. “Then we were 
told that there was nothing that could be done and that 
he would be developmentally delayed.” 

This was not enough, they knew that something had 
to be out there to help their soa Jeannine Grant used 
the Internet and started searching determined that she 
would not stop until she found something Six months 
ago, she got a hit from Texas Children’s Hospital. 

There was a team of researchers studying a very sim¬ 
ilar condition at the Baylor College of Medicine. They 
were shocked when they saw Marc’s condition, because 
it is the largest duplication ever seen in this region. 
There are only 13 people on record with this type of 
duplication. The researchei-s invited the Grants to come 
down to Texas, so Mare could participate in the study, 
but financially it was going to be difficult 

“We have gone through all $80,000 of Michael’s 
retirement ftmd, because insurance doesn’t pay evei’y- 
thing,” she said. 

So, the Gi’ants and fiiends hosted a spaghetti dinner 
to raise the funds to ti’avel to Texas. 

“We were shocked at how many people showed up, it 
was amazing” 

More than 300 supporters came to the dinner, includ¬ 
ing Romulus Mayor Alan Lambert 

“I am willing to do anything I can to support this fam¬ 
ily,” said Lambert “It is very sad, especially when it is a 
child.” 

The dinner generated more than $2000, just enough 
to cover the trip and so the Grants drove down to Texas 
in late September 

“It was the fii'st time I had met another family with a 
child who had a condition like Marc,” she said. “For the 
first time I didn't feel crazy. It was a relief to have some¬ 
body else who had gone tlirough this, we were destined 
to meet each other” 

The Grants also received some much-needed hope 
while in Texas. 

“We met a girl in Texas who has the same duplica-

tion, just not as severe as Mai'c and it was inspiring,” 
she said. “Obviously she has some problems, but she 
was functioning very well. It gave us hope for the 
future.” 

While in Texas, doctoi’s detected a severe defect in 
Marc’s heaitthat had never been caught before. Now, at 
4, Marc will have to undergo a 12-hour open-heart 
surgery to replace his aorta. Witliout the surgery, Marc 
will die. 

Thi’ough all of this Mai'c has remained a fun, loving 
and energetic little boy. 

“He is amazing to me,” his mother said. “He wakes 
up every morning witli a smile and goes to bed witli one 
each night He is incredible.” 

Marc is scheduled to undergo surgery at the 
University of Michigan Children’s Hospital sometime 
within the month of October

ing within the corporate limits of 
the City of Romulus, in accor¬ 
dance with the Horse Racing 
Lawofl995,1995 Public Act 279?” 

Council members adopted the 
ballot language at the regular 
meeting which followed the pub¬ 
lic hearing. 

The clerk’s office is in the 
process of forwarding the certi¬ 


fied resolution to the Wayne 
County Election Scheduling 
Committee requesting approval 
of the Dec. 2,2003 date. 

The last day to register to vote 
in the special election will be 
Nov. 3 and absentee ballots will 
be mailed out the same day. 

The projected cost of the elec¬ 
tion will be close to $16,000. 
Additional funds may be spent to 
publicize the election to the resi¬ 


dents of Romulus. 

“Information on the election 
will be sent to the public,” said 
Mayor pro tern Randolph Gear at 
the City Council meeting. “We 
want our residents to be 
informed.” 

Residents on both sides of the 
issue attended the city council 
meeting and voiced their con¬ 
cerns. 

John Clark, a Romulus resi¬ 


dent residing in the Wincliff sub¬ 
division located directly behind 
one of the proposed sites spoke 
against the racetrack and casino. 

‘There are going to be more 
businesses being put out of busi¬ 
ness than coming in,” he said. 
“What is this going to do to our 
property values? Nobody is going 
to want to live over there now. We 
need something on that land, 
what the citizens of Romulus 


need is shopping” 

On the other side of the issue, 
Melvin Zilka, a 45-year resident 
of Romulus spoke in favor of the 
racetrack and casino. 

“We have to listen to the peo¬ 
ple from the raceh'ack,” he said. 
‘We need the revenue and jobs 
the horse track would bring. It 
would be a catalyst and help 
everybody in the City of 
Romulus.”

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Art smart 

Former slate educator offers 
message of hope in painting

Muriel Van Patten changed your 
life...although you probably don’t even 
know her name. 

This vivacious, white-haired woman is 
responsible for much of the curriculum 
offered during the mid-1970s tlirough late 
1980s in Michigan schools and her influ¬ 
ence on the future of education continues 
throughout the state. And now, retired 
and living in Florida, the mark Van Patten 
left on students and education throughout 
the state is still obvious. Her influence 
and educational philosophies helped 
bring Michigan into the future of educa- 
tioa 

Her contributions to the current edu¬ 
cational curriculum and philosophy of

education are evident at the Wayne 
County Community College District 
downtown campus where a painting she 
completed after the Sept. 11 terrorist 
attacks is prominently displayed. The 
painting, titled “Embrace the Future” was 
an effort to imbue students with a sense of 
hope and of optimism following the Sept 
11 terrorist attacks on the United States. 

“Education is about hope, it is about 
the future,” Van Patten, now 71, said of 
her painting, a large colorful allegory 
which represents an optimistic look at the 
future. She undertook the 2 foot by 4 foot 
work to help students cope with the after- 
math of the attacks. Her goal with her 
painting, she said, was to help students 
look toward their own futures while liv¬ 
ing under a cloud of international unrest 

“Education is about the future,” Van 
Patten said. She donated the painting 
with the condition that it be displayed 
where students would see it in the hope 
that it might reach them and her message 
find it’s mark. 

According to college spokesmen, it has 
accompUshed that goal. 

Wayne County Community College 
District Trustee Liz Potter, a personal 
friend of Van Patten’s, noted that the 
painting will be moved to a more promi¬ 
nent place soon, but has drawn numer¬ 
ous comments already. 

‘This college is about hope, hope for 
the future, for a good education to ensure 


that future and that’s what this painting 
inspires,” Potter said. 

Van Patten is a strong believer in the 
power of the arts to educate. Her mother 
was a violin teacher who taught 40 stu¬ 
dents a week in the family home on Ash 
Street in Wayne. She learned to play the 
cello, but soon found her real love in 
painting. 

“My mother taught at the high school 
with the band director so they could have 
an orchestra,” Van Patten recalled. “Oiu’ 
home was always filled with fine arts.” 

Following her graduation from Wayne 
High School in 1950, Van Patten majored 
in fine arts and art education at Eastern 
Michigan University. Her first teaching 
job was at Fenton High School where she 
taught art. Her career took her to Chicago 
and then briefly to Okemos, but she 
returned to the Wayne-Westland schools 
when there was a job opportunity in her 
home town. 


That was the sprin^oard to her career 
as a leading educational and curriculum 
expert. While she taught in Wayne- 
Westland for more than 10 years, begin¬ 
ning with art classes at the elementary 
schools, her gift for helping students and 
her success in motivating them, led to her 
rapid rise. She became a principal at 
Edison Elementary School and was the 
first principal at PD. Graham School. She 
became district director of art where she 
served for five years, before being called 
upon by the state to aid in some much- 
needed and massive curriculum changes. 

“Arts are one of the key elements in 
unlocking a child’s ability to learn,” Van 
Patten said. “Anyone can look at a paint¬ 
ing, but you need to be taught to see.. .any¬ 
one can listen to music, but you need to 
be taught to hear,” she said. And it is 
those abilities, to look beyond the repre-

sented image to the deeper meaning or to 
hear more than simple notes strung 
together that allows children and even 
adults to really begin to learn, she 
explained. 

“Whether it’s social studies or mathe¬ 
matics, the arts can unlock education,” 
Van Patten said. “You know we all don’t 
learn at the same rate or on the same 
track I was a late reader, but the arts are 
the key. There is much more to learning 
than reading and math,” she said. 

Her philosophy obviously worked. She 
became Michigan State 
Director of Curriculum 
and Instruction in the 
mid-1980s. In that 
capacity she supervised 
not only art, but science 
and the entire school 
curriculum for the state. 

Previously, during the 
mid-1970s she was 
named Supervisor of 
Curriculum and 
Instruction for the State 
of Michigan, responsi¬ 
ble for the entire educational department 
including sciences and essential skills. 

She retired from the State Department 
of Education in 1984, but was soon called 
back in service. 

“When I retired, I was responsible for 
all education throughout the State of 
Michigan, including all bi-lingual and 
migratory education. I’ve had quite a 
career,” Van Patten laughed. 

The state called her out of retirement 
in the late 1980s to design the core cur¬ 
riculum for the schools. “I worked with a 
team of people, but it was a huge job. It 
required field testing and a great deal of 
work,” Van Patten recalled. 

When she had completed that task, 
and attempted to return to her painting, 
she was called on by the Detroit Public 
Schools to evaluate and put in place a 


school improvement plan 

‘That was a challenge,” she said. “It 
was a huge job. We had to assess the situ¬ 
ation and the needs and then devise an 
improvement plan to address those 
needs. With nine area superintendents at 
the time, it was a difficult but rewarding 
job,” she said. 

Now, again attempting retirement. Van 
Patten spends as much time as possible at 
her easel. And she has a couple of big 
projects planned. 

“When I was in Detroit to donate the 
Embrace the Fhture painting, I met with 
the Chancellor (of Wayne County 
Community College 
District) Dr Curtis Ivery,” 
she said. “While I was in 
his office, I asked him if I 
might do a portrait of 
him. He was so gracious. 
He allowed me to spend 
time in his office sketch¬ 
ing him while he 
worked,” she said. 

Van Patten said she is 
hoping to have the por¬ 
trait of Ivery complete 
next year She will work 
on the painting, taking photographs of the 
work as it progresses, and send them to 
her friend. Potter, for input and critique. 
The completed portrait will be donated to 
the college. 

“I think it will be great fun,” Van Patten 
said. The artist is leaving for FVance in 
the spring and will spend time painting in 
the gardens of Claude Monet, she said, 
something she is excited about doing. 

But currently, she is involved in provid¬ 
ing an opportunity for all the fourth-grade 
students in her Florida town to visit the 
symphony. 

“Nothing motivates students more 
than ail,’’ she said. “It unleashes their 
imaginations and motivates them to 
leani. Music teaches them to listen, art 
teaches them to see,” she said. “Art 
unleashes the imagination.”

^ about the food. 

I It was the night the city set aside to give the public their first real 
I look at the new station, built on budget and finished early. 

' Citizens turned out in force to tour the new facility, talk with mem- 
I bers of the staff and listen to the appropriate speeches from Fire 
I Chief Rob Dahlman, City Manager John Zech and Mayor A1 Haidous. 

! The speeches were plentiful and a bit long-winded, but who can 
I blame the officials? After all, they managed to construct a top-notch 
. facility with no cost to the city taxpayers - the project was funded 
I through the Downtown Development Authority, 
j Many of the comments heard that night referred to how nice the 
facility looked, what an improvement it was over the previous facility, 
or file converted public works building that has served as home to the 
I fire department for the past two years. 

; One of the words tossed around quite often was the word ‘extrava¬ 
gant’ 

In fact the word was used so often that we were concerned that 
voters and taxpayers would get the wrong impression - that the fire 
department places style before substance and paid more than they 
had to for the new building. 

That’s not the case. It’s true that the facility is among the best in the 
area - it was designed to be, with all the modem equipment fire 
. departments need, enough living space to reduce feelings of claustro¬ 
phobia and a training room that can accommodate the entire force 
and members fix)m other departments, too. 

Sure, it’s nice, but is it extravagant? Not really. There may be some 
that say the firefighters don’t need a television that large, or a kitchen 
that nice or chairs that comfortable. We say if a person is willing to run 
i into a burning building and save a complete stranger, not to mention 
his or her belongings or pets, they damn well deserve a big television 
and a nice chair to put in fix)nt of it 

The members of the department involved in the design and plan¬ 
ning of the faciUty and the architects who turned that input into brick 
and mortar should be congratulated - they did an exemplary job of 
balancing function and form, or providing all the best necessities and 
limiting the extra bells and whistles. They, along with the elected offi¬ 
cials and community in general, have every right to be bursting with 
prida 


Deck deserves ‘Yes’ vote 


Next month voters in the City of Northville will make a choice that 
will have a great deal of influence on the way development can occur 
in the future. 

Part of that question will be decided when voters determine 
whether or not the Downtown Development Authority (DDA) should 
construct a parking deck along Wing Street, a choice given to them 
through a successful petition drive to have the item placed on the bal¬ 
lot 

The circulators of that petition had questions about the proposed 
deck, the expense and the height, and were uncertain if it represent¬ 
ed the best plan for downtown Northville. 

We think it is. 

In fact, we can see very few disadvantages to the plan as proposed. 
The key will be for officials in the city to adequately inform the public 
about the plan, particularly the point that it can be constructed at very 
little risk to them, and at virtually no expense. 

The parking deck will be funded through the DDA, the develop-

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Make a decision, once and for all 


Sometimes it’s easy to see why the legislative 
process has been compared to making sausages. It 
can be a slow tedious procedure that’s not very 
much fun to look at 

Take, for instance, the on-again, off-again, on- 
again, ofl-again agreement between Wayne County, 
Plymouth Township, CSX Railroad and the City of 
Plymouth to construct a railroad underpass at 
Sheldon Road, just south of M-14 This thing has 
seen more breakups and reconciliations than Ben 
and J-Lo. 

It’s gone back and forth so many times that Fve 
even forgotten whether or not I’m in favor of the 
plaa It depends on who I talk to, where I’m at or 
maybe if I’m waiting in line for a train to pass while 
my son, Henry, cheerfully rattles off the types and 
colors of the passing rail cars. 

When you follow something like this for such a 
longtime, a change comes over you, and I noticed it 
Monday night at the Plymouth City Commission 
meeting, when they decided to table the issue, 
again. 

The first thing I notice is the inadvertent sigh I 
let out when Mayor Bill Graham reads the agenda 
item. Then it’s the exaggerated slowness with 
which I click my retractable pen to start taking 
notes. It’s almost as if it’s a dream sequence; I can 
feel every scratch of the ballpoint on the paper, 
imagine the sound of the ink flooding out to fill the 
tiny, virtually ill^ble scratch marks. When I turn to 
a new notebook page, it sounds like a heavy canvas 
flag snapping in a brisk wind. 

There are plenty of reasons this issue should 
take such a long time to decide. The cost to the com¬ 


munities keeps changing, there 
are a lot of technical aspects 
like the procurement of rights 
of ways, planning traffic shifts, figuring out a way to 
move the water main without shutting off the city 
water supply for two years, not to mention the 
tricky design work involved in cutting a roadway 
beneath a working railroad. 

It’s probably also a matter that elected officials 
in the city and the township don’t want to be the 
first to vote to officially kill the project, or revive it 

You add all of those factors into the current bud¬ 
get climate the city faces - they already spent the 
money they had set aside elsewhere and would 
need to tack the $503,000 onto another street 
repaving bond - and it’s easy to see why the project 
has taken so long. 

But enough already. It’s time to make a decision 
on the projecL once and for all. 

There are subtle signs that the administration in 
the city and elected officials there are just as impa¬ 
tient for a decision. In the informational packet put 
out on the issue for the meeting Monday, the date of 
the original agreement - November of 1999 - was 
circled. Commissioner Dan Dwyer only reluctantly 
agreed to table the issue again so city officials could 
meet in a study session. He said he wouldn’t be will¬ 
ing to table it again, and openly wondered what 
new factors would come up in the study session 
that hadn’t been discussed during the last four 
years. 

Actually, a study session on the issue, set for

mental entity that captures increases in 
downtown taxes and uses them to fund 
downtown improvements. It’s the same 
entity that paid for the streetscape, the 
same organization that paid for the exist¬ 
ing parking decks, and it’s the same viable 
entity that will continue to benefit from the 
increase in taxable value among down¬ 
town businesses. 

That’s one aspect city officials should 
make as clear as possible - the city isn’t 
paying for the structure with a tax 
increase. It won’t cost the average taxpay¬ 
er any additional revenue. 

Another important facet to the pai'king 
deck plan is, ironically, that it’s not just a 
plan for a new parking deck. It also 
includes the relocation of the Edwards 
Bakery business, the removal of that build¬ 
ing and then the reconfiguration of that lot 
to add additional parking places there. In 
short, the parking situation will ultimately 
be relieved in two city blocks. 

It also wouldn’t hurt to have big pictures 
of the proposed deck on hand when city 
officials try to inform the public about the 


issue. Constructed of shaded brick with 
window cut outs, the deck looks better 
than some office buildings nearby. It’s true 
that the fagade of the structure relates 
directly to the cost of it, but the plan 
appears to be worth every penny; it cer¬ 
tainly offers a more attractive view than 
the surface lot and back end of the Center 
Street businesses that now captures the 
eye. 

Opponents of the plan question the 
need for a new parking deck, as well as the 
need for additional development in the 
downtown. Development is inevitable, 
though, in a thriving upscale community 
like the City of Northville. It makes sense 
to take advantage of a plan that’s been well 
thought out and discussed during the past 
year 

Downtown Development Authorities 
were invented to help spark redevelop¬ 
ment in aging urban areas. Part of that 
entails handling the parking needs of the 
business community; it was, in fact, a goal 
put into the original agreement Now is the 
time to provide another piece of the park¬ 
ing puzzle. Northville voters should sup¬ 
port the proposed parking deck

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Oakwood-Annapolis plans new 
wing, community outreach programs

A new $24 million wing at the 
Oakwood Annapolis hospital isn’t 
the only change members of the 
community will see at the region¬ 
al health center. 

Plans are in the works to 
increase the medical education 
at the hospital and bolster com¬ 
munity outreach programs, 
according to Tom Kochis, divi¬ 
sion president of Oakwood 
Annapolis Hospital in Wayne. 

“We’re really trying to evolve 
the hospital,” he said. 

The new programs reflect a 
major investment in the commu¬ 
nity, and the resolve of the 
Oakwood system to transform the 
hospital on Annapolis Street into 
a top-notch community hospital, 
Kochis said. 

The new wing should be com¬ 
plete in December and start ser¬ 
vicing patients in January, he 
said. It features seven new oper- 
ating rooms with modern 
enhancements that are unique to 
western Wayne County, he said. 
The new, computerized operat¬ 
ing tables will give surgeons the 
abihty to control everything ftxrm 


the lighting in the room to the 
types of charts and graphs seen 
on the computer screen without 
leaving the side of the patient, he 
said. 

“We’re building the technology 
right into the tableside,” he said. 
“It’s a neat concept”

allow for an expansion of the 
emergency room at the hospital, 
too. An additional nine gurneys 
will be added to help the hospital 
meet the goal set forth in recent 
promotional literature, which 
guarantees a patient will see a 
physician in less than 30 minutes. 
He said space is at a premium in 
a hospital that already serves 
about 45,000 patients a year. 


“We don’t want to turn anyone 
away in the community,” he said. 

Part of that service includes 
bringing on more staff to serve 
people, and that is in the works, 
as well. He said that the hospital 
would seek only the best doctors 
to fill the need. 

The new facilities follow a ser¬ 
vice fii'st philosophy that Kochis 
has helped start at the hospital. It 
already allows patients to order 
personalized food from a menu 
as if they stayed at a hotel, rather 
than a hospital. 

He said other new services 
started earlier this year, too, 
including a Cardiac Calcium 
Scoring procedure that allows 
doctors to test for potential heart 
disease by hooking electrodes to 
a patients chest and to determine 
the amount of calcium built up in 
arteries. Kochis said, to his 
knowledge, Oakwood Annapolis 
Hospital was the only western 
Wayne County hospital to offer 
the service - even other hospitals 
in the Oakwood system don’t pro¬ 
vide it The hospital offers other 
opportunities for stricken 
patients, too.

School bells have rung and 
children are back in class...and 
many of them may be Jeopai-diz- 
ing their health in the process. 

Backpacks are a real threat 
to children who tend to can^ 
too much weight in them or 
carry them improperly. 

The increase in size and 
weight of our children’s back¬ 
packs has made them a hazard 
to our children’s health and can 
cause some painful back and 
neck problems. 

These problems can be 
detected early and corrected 
with proper chiropractic care.

Recent studies indicate that 
55 percent of students carry 
more than the recommended 
national guidelines of 10 to 15 
percent of their body wei^t in a 
backpack 

To prevent or reduce tlie risk 
of backpack injuries, children 
and parents need to follow some 
guidelines set by the American 
College of Sports Medicine. 

Wear the backpack properly. 

Distribute the weight prop¬ 
erly. Put the heavier items on 
the bottom and against the back 
to keep the weight off your 
shoulders and maintain a better

posture. 

Wear both shoulder straps 
unless your pack is designed for 
use on one shoulder Carrying a 
heavy backpack using one sh'ap 
can shift the weight to one side, 
which can lead to neck and 
muscle spasms, low back pain 
and poor posture. 

Choose a backpack with 
thickly padded shoulder straps. 
Non-padded straps dig into the 
shoulders causing pain due to 
compressional loading of 
acromio-clavicular joint and 
stress on the trapezius muscles. 

Choose a backpack with a 
lumbar support The lumbar 
cushion will redistribute weight 
to the lower extremities, creat¬ 
ing a fulcrum that facilitates an 
upriglit standing position and 
good posture that is essential for 
proper spinal health. 

Learn to lift the backpack 
correctly. Face the backpack 
before you lift it Bend at the 
knees and lift with your 1^, not 
your back Keep the pack close 
to the body. Carry only what you 
need. Every extra item adds 
weight

Officials from the Michigan 
Department of Treasury said that 
Plymouth Township uses an “acceptable” 
practice of accounting for building fund 
revenues that carry over to a new calen¬ 
dar year 

The letter mailed to township officials 
last week is a clarification of an earlier let¬

“We don’t see any problems with what 
is occurring,” said Terry Stanton, public 
information officer for the Department of 
Treasury.

Those funds are placed into the gener¬ 
al fund, and Schnettler contended they 
were being used illegally to fund the con¬ 
struction of the new township hall project 

Schnettler brought the first letter and

“In those rare circumstances when the

I family continues to celebrate her 
birthday 

England, a resident of 
Plymouth, celebrated her 100th 
birthday on Saturday with a fami¬ 
ly party at her home in 
Independence Village. 

“I didn’t invite anybody out¬ 
side the family. It got to be too 
many. Everybody wants to come 
because it’s unusual to have a 
100th birthday,” said England. 
She hosted a separate party for 
her friends. 

However, England is not the 
first in her family to reach the 
100-year mark. She says that her 
maternal great-grandfather also 
reached his 100th birthday. 

, Family, past and present, is 
first in England’s thoughts. She 


says she has a 77-year-old son, 
two daughters, ages 74 and 72, 
nine grandchildren, and 19 great¬ 
grandchildren. She delights in 
telling the story of her grandfa¬ 
ther’s emigration to the United 
States as a stowaway on a ship 
from Germany.

years old at the time, England 
says he fled to escape compulso¬ 
ry military training in Germany. 

“He came to this country very 
yoimg, and he enlisted and fou^t 
in the Civil War, for the Union 
forces,” said England. 

According to England, he was 
captured during the war, and sent 
to the infamous Andersonville 
Prison as a prisoner of war. He 
escaped with the help of local 
sympathizers, and made his way 
back to the Union line. 

“He hved to be on the advance 
to the sea, (General Sherman’s) 
famous walk to the sea,” said 


England. 

She seems equally as proud of 
her father, a coal miner turned 
grocer 

England’s first love was her 
piano. She says she studied 
music for 10 years, beginning at 
an early age, which paid off once 
she reached high school. 

“When they had only silent 
movies, I played for them, and 
followed a script I played soft 
music if it was a love scene. If its 
galloping horses, I played some¬ 
thing else that would go with the 
scene, whatever it was. I made $1 
a ni^t,” said England. 

Although she still enjoys play¬ 
ing the piano, England says she 
rarely does it anymore because 
she “just doesn’t have the ener¬ 
gy” 

Her musical talent also helped 
her land a teaching job in Illinois 
that spanned about two years 
when she herself was still a high 
school student 

“I had to go from school to 
school (so) I bought my first Fbrd 
for $567,” said England. 

Despite her teaching career 
and her delight in the fact that 
almost all of her grandchildren 
are college graduates, England 
says she did not go to college 
(because) she was “ too interested 
in her boyfnend,” the man she 
later married 

They married in 1922 She was 


a month shy of 19 and her hus¬ 
band was three years older. 
Fbllowing her husband’s death in 
1960, England was forced to fend 
for herself Too young to draw 
Social Securily, she applied for a 
position in the office of a local 
hospital, which was not hiring at 
the time. 

“Only a day or two afler that I 
had a telephone call from a mem¬ 
ber of our church, who ran the 
Co-op Credit Union in Dearborn 
(offering me a job),” said 
Ekigland. 

England worked there for 
eight years until she was old 
enou^ to retire. 

“I always said that job was a 


godsend. Here I was almost 60 
years old, having a job offered to 
me. How many people can say 
that?” said Eiigland. 

England credits her longevity 
to the power of positive thinking 

“Fm a positive person. Fm not 
a worrywart because I think the 
things you worry about, you can’t 
stop, and half the time they don’t 
even happen,” said England. “I 
think its too bad when old people 
think they have to gripe about 
everything all the time. It doesn’t 
solve anything, and listen, if 
you’re a happy person you’re an 
inspiration for somebody. You 
can help somebody else get 
along”
